_ MISSIONARY LEADER CRITICIZES 
CONTEMPORARY PROTESTANT 
_ PREACHING 


- Contemporary preaching often 
- smacks of “obscurantism” and “a lack 
or clarity,” a Methodist foreign mission 

leader charged at Buck Hill Falls, Pa. 


Dr. Eugene L. Smith, New York, al- 
so charged ministers with frequently 
feeding their congregations “theologi- 
cal half-truths” and failing to preach 
- “the whole Gospel” in terms that can 
be understood by the average man. 


The missions official scored what he 
termed “a widespread tendency” of 
ministers to preach a faith which they 
personally consider attractive, and by- 
pass such subjects as faith healing, the 
Second Coming and other Christian 
teachings. 


He urged “a sharpened sense of ob- 
ligation on the part of our preachers 
to deal with the whole range of truth 
in the Christian Gospel, not just the 
familiar ideas, the easy, and those 
which fit our theology.” 


Dr. Smith said Protestant theology 
in the United States has been molded 
by “our fabulous and unmatched pros- 
perity.” 


“To the very degree we become suc- 


cessful, influential and established, we 


move away from the radical and, 
therefore, disturbing elements of 
Christian truth,’ he declared. “We 


expurgate the Gospel of those elements 
which embarrass us by their radical- 
ism, their grandeur or their terrify- 
ing purity. 


“We cut the Gospel down to a size 
that fits smoothly into our culture and 
then wonder that the Church doesn’t 
have room enough to grow. From this 
situation results one of the deep dilem- 
mas facing contemporary overseas mis- 
sions work. 


CHURCH COUNCIL HITS 
CHRISTMAS PARADES ON 
THANKSGIVING 


The board of directors of the Pitts- 
burgh Area Council of Churches a- 
dopted a resolution opposing the hold- 
ing of Christmas parades on Thanks- 
giving. 


It deplored the Christmas parade 
staged by local merchants on Thanks- 
giving Day as “fa commercial encroach- 
ment” upon the “one religious holi- 
day which belongs to all faiths.” 


The board also voted to “encourage 
in every way possible business in- 
terests, large and small, at the Christ- 
mas season to make a definite place 
in as dignified a manner as possible 
for the symbols and references to the 
One whose birthday is to be cele- 
brated.” 


Pittsburgh merchants contended the 
Thanksgiving Day parade started at 
noon after virtually all religious serv- 
ices had been completed. Heretofore, 
Christmas parades were held after 
Thanksgiving. 


SEES PROTESTANT FREEDOM. IN 
HUNGARY SHORT-LIVED 


Protestant churches in Hungary are 
free at the moment, but “it is not 
likely” that this freedom will con- 
tinue, a World Council of Churches’ 
leader told the 38th annual meeting 
at New York of the American Bible 
Society’s Advisory Council.

In Moses’ instructions to the men 
whom he appointed as judges, the 
meaning of the expression “respect 
persons” is stated clearly: “Ye shall

(Deuteronomy 1:17). A pointed expo- 
sition of the meaning of the phrase for 
the life of the early Christians is 
found in James 2:1-9. 

The expressions “respect persons” 
and “respecter of persons” were kept 
in the revised versions of 1881 and 
1901, but are given up in ali other 
modern translations. Moffatt’s trans- 
lation is “God has no favorites”; and 
Goodspeed’s, “God shows no partial- 
ity.’ The Revised Standard Version 
follows Goodspeed here, and both are 
in fact returning to William Tyndale, 
whose translation was “God is not 
partial.”

HARVEST PROSPECTS FOR ’56 


As the year’s crops are gathered 
in, our statisticians in the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in Washington 
prepare their annual reports. While 
these reports are not yet complete, 
it is no problem to anticipate what 
they will be. In the over-all reckon- 
ing this year of 1956 will be char- 
acterized as both “bad” and “good.” 
Some large areas in the land have 
suffered severely. In the states from 
Texas northward through Nebraska 
and westward through Colorado and 
New Mexico, drought has exacted 
a heavy toll. In a good many other 
more widely separated areas lack 
of rain has proven harmful to pro- 
duction. 


On the other hand, what has been 
lost in stricken areas has been re- 
gained in other more favored ones. 
Corn, it is predicted by the Depart- 
ment, will be increased 4% over last 
year and 9% over the yearly aver- 
age. Hay and potatoes will reach 
record high levels. Wheat will be 
below average but higher than last 
year and far from bad. The farmer 
is getting better prices for his hogs 
and fat cattle, not all that is his 
share, but still better than what he 
has been getting during the past 
months.
